Records help lift gloom 


Only BUT's Ross Kashmir 
(Skipper John Roberts) of 
five distant- water landings 
topped £30,000. She ended a 
White Seas plaice trip of 27 
days which turned out 1,297 
kits to gross £35,237. 

Clearly, owners’ instruc- 
tions to watch individual trip 
quotas on cod are having a 
very marked effect on lan- 
dings and grossing in this 
section — cod landings from 
the distant waters have 
seldom been tower than those 
of last week. 

Skippers are facing slack 


fishing into the bargain, es- 
pecially on the Norway CoaBt, 
and the only other vessel in 
this section to land four 
figures in kitB was the hapiesB 
Boston Comanche (Skipper 
Albert Hollington). 

Back from a 24-day com- 
bined trip to the White SeaB 
and Norway Coast on what 
may well be her last fishing 
trip, Boston Comanche made 
£27,034 from L.077 kits, in- 
cluding more than 750 of 
flats. 

There was an acute shor- 
tage of cod from the middle- 


water section also. Here, 
however, trawlers could make 
up with haddocks and coley. 

Regular earner Ross Tiger 
(Skipper Denis Avery) head- 
ed a stream of reasonable 
grossings from the BUT fleet. 
She turned out 861 kits,.in- 
cl uding 205 of haddocks, just 
about LOO of codstuffs and 
over 450 of colev, to gross 
£21,499. 

She was followed by

OTHER European coun- 
tries should follow the 
lead given by Ireland in 
controlling and managing 
her fish resources. 

This would ensure the 
proper development of all 
European fisheries, leading to 
substantially increased 
employment and greater 
availability of best quality 
seafood for the consumer. 

Mr. D. B. Love, chairman 
of the Irish Fish Processors' 
«nd Exporters’ Association, 
stated this at the annual 
general meeting of the 
association held in Dublin 
last Saturday. 

Mr. Love went on to say 
that the IFPEA had stated 
publicly, and to the govern- 
ment, that it is essential for 
the future development of the 
Irish fishing industry that 
Ireland getB an exclusive 50- 
mile fishing zone. 

Within this zone all 
breeding and development of 
fish stocks occur making it 
absolutely necessary tnat 
Ireland should manage and 
control these stocks by 
regulating fishing and the 
number and size of fishing 
vessels allowed in. 

Without this management 
and control of fish resources, 
a free-for-all will develop 
with the powerful becoming 
(ess powerful and the weaker 
becoming extinct.

Thia framework 
waa covered with netting; the 
entrance or “neck” was made 
of basketwork and the pot’B 
base of “weldmesh". 


Pots of this type were made 
by fishermen for their own 
use and few were offered for 
sale. 

Today the situation has 
changed again. Although pots 
of wire ana netting are still in 
use, they are being replaced 
by welded tubular polythene 


frame pots — or “plastic 
pots" as they are usually call- 


pots" as they are usually call- 
ed in Devon. 

These pots, originally 
designed and produced by 
Mr. Nantes of Weymouth, are 
more usually sola as frames 
to which the fisherman attach 
the netting. 

The cost of the frame is 
about £5 and, although the 
price of these frames appears 
expensive, they last longer 
than wire. Also there is con- 
siderable saving in a fisher- 
man’s time. 

The other important factor 
is that, because of their 
durability, damage is reduced 
and so the time spent repair- 
ing gear is minimal. The other 
main difference is lhaL the 
basketwork necks have now 


largely been replaced by 
ready-made plastic or glass- 
fibre necks.

Some fishermen along the 
north-east coast of England 
are pressing for the introduc- 
tion of legislation to protect 
egg-bearing lobsters. I asked 
a contact of mine, who is well 
versed in fisheries legislation, 
to brief me on this important 
subject. 

It may surprise you to 
leam that it was not until 
1951 that berried females 
were protected by national 
legislation which applied to 
the whole of the UK. 

As a result of in- 
vestigations by Pro- 
fessor lUeek of Cullercaata 
Laboratory in Northum- 
berland during 1895- 
1904, most of tne local 
Sea Fisheries Committees in 
England and Wales in- 
troduced bye-laws in the early 
1900s picking it an offence to 
land egg-bearing female 
lobsters. This legislation did 
not apply to Scotland.' 

An In ter- departmental 


Committee on Crabs and 
Lobsters waa set up in the ear- 
ly 1920 b to consider if further 
protection was required to 
conserve the lobster and crab 
stocks. The committee 
reported in 1926 and did not 
recommend the introduction 
of any protection for berried 
lobsters. Professor Meek, who 
was a member of the com- 
mittee, disassociate himself 
from the recommendation 
and resigned. 

Based on a later govern- 
ment study, legislation to 
protect berried lobsters was 
introduced covering the whole 
of the UK as the Sea Fish 
(Crabs and Lobsters) Order 
1961. Fishermen in many 

{ tarts of the country, eapecial- 
y Scotland, protested at this 
move although men along the 
north-east coast, who had 
accepted the ban for years, 
were pleased. 

In 1966 the government 
scrapped the 1951 Order and 


replaced it with legislation 
which did not include Drotec- 


which did not include protec- 
tion of the berried lobster. In 
the UK, therefore, female 
lobsters have only been 
protected on a national basis 
tor 11 years. 

Whenever lobster catches 
fall, some men suggest that 
the re-introduction of this 
ban would conserve the 
stocks. There is some doubt 


about this thinking. 

Studies for over 60 years in 


Canadian waters have shown 


that little is gained by protec- 
ting berried females.' For the 
first five weeks after hatching 
from the egg the lobster lar- 
vae are free-swimming — and 
it is at this stage that the 


greatest mortality occurs. 

In 1913 the French also 
accepted the view that it was 
too difficult to enforce legisla- 
tion to protect these females 
nnd they repealed their laws. 
The main problem, I am told, 
is that it is impossible to 
deled a •Scrubbed” lobster. 

For many years fiahermen 
in some areas have removed 
the eggs from berried females 
by simply brushing with a 
scrubbing brush (hence the 
term "scrubbed lobster”) and 
so evading the legislation. 

Afterwards the swimmereta 
and underside of the lobster 
are slightly bruised — but a 
few days in a keep-pot will 


soon repair the damage to the 
lobster and not even the most 


hawk-eyed fishery officer 
could accuse anyone that 
it had once been a “berried” 
lobster. 

I believe our fisheries peo- 
ple felt that, since it was vir- 
tually impossible to enforce 
the Order and that the protec- 
tion of berried females wbb of 
questionable value — and 
certainly not the best means 
of conservation — it whb best 
to revoke the Order and this 
was done in 1966. . 

I believe the current feeling 
is that lobster conservation 
can best be achieved by 
means of increased legal size 
Hpnita and the use of the 
carapace le ngth measure- 
ment.

On possible' renegotiation 
of the CFP the Minister 
warned: "It isn’t n case of 
Britain, from strength, taking 
what is hers, her 50- mile 
limit, it is a Gnverninent 
representing a country which 
has given away under the 
Tories the right to her own 
waters.

Later he warned that the 
negotiations would be very 
hard and, at the moment, the 
rest of the Community is 
against an exclusive 60- mile 
limit for the British 
fishermen. 

We should continue to fight 
for the dominant preference 
in our own waters, he said.

AL WORSHIP BE TO GOD ONLY 

NO, IT IS NOT a misprint, that is the way tha word 
"all" is written In the motto of the Fishmongers Com- 
pany. The company's name cornea up so often in con- 
nection with Billingsgate end its influence spreads In 
many directions from tha market, that It would appear 
appropriate to consider what other powers it has in ad- 
dition to the right to miapall the Queen's English. 

Perhaps the most Important thing is that it Is no longer a 
trade organisation — its members are no longer, in tha main, 
active working flahmangera as was the can a in the early Mid- 
dle Ages, when tha company was established. It wna a 
monopoly of traders dedicated to watching the interests of its 
members, their widows and orphans and maintaining tha 
standards of tha araft by training apprentices and com- 
missioning wardens to oversea tha quality of flah offered for 
ssle. 

This later right was Incorporated In a charter granted to tha 
company by King Jamaa I In 1604. Ovar tha years tha 
membership of the company has altered as the eons of 
members, qualified by birth for election, have taken up other 
profession a and trades. 

A few working fishmongers remain among tha livery, their 
doyen being Sam Sheppard of Smlthera and Skinner Ltd: 
Chris Newnea fa another Liveryman, as Is Phil. Davies, a 
West London retailer and former chairman of tha London Fish 
end Poultry Retailer's Association. 

While the membership may have changed , the Charter 
powara have not; tha Warden's right of "survey and sea rah" 
and duty to say whether fish ", . .bo fit for the food of men'B 
body or no" has bsan deputed to an Inspector and two 
fishmetera. Thpy sxeroiae a further duty by condemning flah 
they consider to bs ''unwholesome, corrupt and unfit for tha 
food of men" — about 200 tone a year,

Considering that these officers have the right, with no 
appeal against their deolslons, to slap their "Red C" of con- 
demnation on any merohant’s flah, the friendly esteem In 
which they ere held by the trade In general le remarkable. 
Hera Is one of those arohlao manifestation a of ancient 
privilege whose sole justification le that It worka — end ap- 
parently to everyone's satisfaction. And, Incidentally, at the 
expense of the oomparty — which receives no local or central 
aid, nor aveni any tax relief, for this aaaentlal task*. • .
